United States Government May Have 
to Adopt Prompt Measures, as Min­ 
ister Deuby Was Forced To Ask 
For Protection, Which Is an Un­ 
usual Call—Foreign News. 


Washington, Dec. I.—A Sensational 
dispatch was received a t the state de­ 
partm ent yesterday afternorjn from 
M inister Denby which said in effect: 
“ The American legation is in dan­ 
ger. 
Chaos reigns in Pekin. 
We need 
protection. ” 
Secretary Gresham and his assistants 
have guarded the message as a state 
secret, hut there were hurried confer­ 
ences w ith the navy departm ent, and 
measures were taken to give Minister 
Denby the protection he demanded. 
As a J-esult cablegrams were at Once 
sent to the m inister assuring him that 
prompt measures would be instituted, 
in spite of international complications, 
to protect him and his associates. Both 
state and navy departm ent officers are 
reticent as to news itself and w hat 
will be done to protect the life of the 
American minister. 
As the Monocacy 
is the only vessel near Pekin it is as­ 
sumed th a t whatever force is sent will 
be from th a t vessel, which is in th e 
Pei Ho river not far from the seat of 
government of the Chinese emperor. 
State departm ent officials pretend 
not to adm it it, but they undoubtedly 
regard the situation in Pekin as ex­ 
trem ely grave. They know Minister 
Denby is not a man to be alarmed 
needlessly. 
He is an experienced di- 
idom at who would not have asked for 
aid except at the last extremity. 
There are five vessels w ithin com­ 
paratively easy reach—the Baltimore, 
Admiral Carpenter's flagship, is 
at 
Nagasaki, the Charleston at Chemulpo, 
the Concord a t Chin-Kiang, the Petrel 
is in the vicinity of Port Arthur, the 
Yorktown is en route from San Fran­ 
cisco to Yokohama and is expected to 
arrive daily. 
It does not often happen th at the 
United States is required to land men 
for the protection of its legations 
abroad. 
W henever it does the situa­ 
tion must be grave. 
Hence it follows 
the authorities must view w ith concern 
M inister Denby"s tidings from Pekin. 
They anticipate no difficulty with the 
Chinese authorities in getting permis­ 
sion to land a naval force from the 
Monocacy, but the news from Minister 
Denby, coupled with the information 
contakied in dispatches from Shanghai 
in relation to the action of England in 
directing the assembling of a fleet at 
Chusan, indicates to officials here that 
affairs in the orient are rapidly ap­ 
proaching a crisis. 
That a panic is 
im minent in Pekin is no surprise to the 
officials. 
All of the official advices 
from there for the last two months 
have given evidence of threatened 
riots and the situation has grown 
gradually worse as the Japane.se army 
gained victory after victory and ad­ 
vanced in the direction of the capital.

can not compete with foreign sugars.

That leaves a margin of 6-100 
of a cent per pound on which to pay 
refining expenses and make profits.

W a s h in g t o n , Dec I—The British lion 
has fled in dismay from the angry 
scream of the American eagle, and the 
Rluefields “ incident” th at threatened 
to involve England and the United 
States in a most serious quarrel is in 
process of swift and peaceful settle­ 
ment upon terms w'hich will he en­ 
tirely satisfactory to this country.

departm ent 
is not yet 
in receipt official of information from 
Minister 
Bayard, 
but 
from

tenor of preliminary negotiation it is 
satisfied th at the British are about to 
formally renounce all pretense of a 
right to mix into Nicaraguan affairs 
and draw off permanently. 
The elec­ 
tric suddenness of the protest of the 
United States against w hat was felt to 
he a dangerous and untenable claim on 
the part of the British foreign office, 
bateful to every patriotic American 
instinct, 
startled 
the 
phlegmatic 
Englishman 
into unusual 
activity. 
Swift denial of hostile intent ensued, 
followed quickly 
by unofficial but 
authoritive notice of retreat from the 
position sought to he occupied^nd the 
w ar cloud ps passing away. 
The de­ 
tails of the proceeding only remain to 
he arranged, a diplomatic process that 
will take time, hut it is safe to assume 
th a t England has already abandoned 
hope of being able to utilize the Mos­ 
quito strip as a club to hold over 
the projected Nicaragua canal. 
The 
bluff was 
made 
and 
called, 
and 
the incident is already considered as 
good as closed. The warship Ck>lumhia, 
dispatched by the navy departm ent to 
Bluefieids, has been reported in sight 
of the Mosquito coast, hut it will not 
he called upon to perform services 
more than “ loafing around*' in Car- 
ribcan w aters for a time. 
This most 
happy conclusion of the Bluefieids 
m atter has caused a smile to suffuse 
the face of the administraiion.

This was adopted after some debate 
over a minority resolution favoring an 
enlargem ent of the jurisdiction and 
members of the federal judiciary in 
the territory and deferring statehood 
until the lands arc allotted and the 
new citizens are ready for self-govern­ 
ment. 
Resolutions were adopted favoring 
the cession of the non-mineral lands 
to the states and territories within 
which they are located and also the 
control of th e waters therein for irri 
gation purposes. 
The usual resolutions of thanks to 
officers, entertainers,etc.,w ereadopted. 
Omaha was selected as the next place 
of m eeting before the moring session 
adjourned. 
At the afternoon session the resolu­ 
tions of the recent deep w ater conven­ 
tion at Toronto, C anada, were referred 
to the executive committee with power 
to act, as also a resolution favoring the 
restoration of the sugar bounty in­ 
cluded in the aet of 1890. 
The busi­ 
ness of the congress being concluded 
adjournm ent sine die took place.

After Schofield Is Retired for His In. 
solence, Secretary 
Lamont Will 
Have to Be Seen To For Interfer­ 
ing with the Janesville General’s 
Plans in Regard to Bills. 
If everybody who deserves to be 
dismissed from the military service of 
the United States for interfering with 
the business of their superiors, are 
rightfully served, 
General 
Joseph 
Bod well Doe, of Janesville, Wiscon­ 
sin, will soon be the only man con­ 
nected with the army or the war de­ 
partment. 
General Schofield, the 
commander-in-chief dared, a few days 
ago, to brook the “ Gin’ral’s” wrath 
and now there comes another, one 
Daniel Lamont, secretary of war. The 
Chicago 
Record 
tells 
the story 
like this: 
“ Secretary Lamont is an indignant 
man, and Assistant Secretary Doe is 
responsible for his present state of 
feeling. 
There has been a great deal 
of complaint amor# the commanders 
of pos^s and members of the different 
staff corps of the army over the lib­ 
erty that heads of the several branch­ 
es of the service have taken in putting 
down the estimates that have been 
sent in for appropriations for various 
purposes. 
When the commander at 
Fort Sheridan, for example, wants 
money to pay for a new coat of paint 
on the building he sends in his esti­ 
mate, based upon accurate measure­ 
ments and calculations, and calls for 
nob a dollar too little or to much. 
Doe Got a W arming, 
“ But when the requisition reaches 
the quartermaster-general, who knows 
nothing whatever about the facts, but 
assumes that the commandant has 
asked far more than 
is actually 
ce ded, he cuts it down one-third or 
one-half and gets a reputation for 
economy and for the careful scrutiny 
of official expenditures. 
Then when 
the appropriation is made it is found 
that there is not half euough paint. 
This occurs every year all through the 
service, and this fall the under officers 
have made what is termed in military 
parlance “ a great kick” against hav­ 
ing their estimates cut down. 
Assist­ 
ant Secretary Doe, thinking there was 
considerable justice in their 
com­ 
plaints, issued an order forbidding 
the heads of bureaus to interfere with 
the estimates 
submitted by 
their 
subordinates, and saying that any 
applications for increase or decrease 
must be made directly to the secretary 
of war. 
The consequence is that 
Secretary Lamont for the last two 
weeks or so has been literally buried 
with business of this sort, which was 
entirely cow to him, and he did not 
know where it came from. 
Today be 
found out about Mr. Doe’s order, which 
he revoked instantly and gave the 
author a piece of his mind."
